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Concordia set for grid semifinal versus Laval 


The Concordia football team travels to the provincial capital for a Quebec Interuniversity 
Football Conference semifinal game versus the Laval Rouge et Or this Saturday. Game time is 1 p.m. 

The Stingers and the Rouge et Or played two hottly contested games in the regular season with 
Laval winning 20-14 on Sept. 2 and Concordia winning the rematch 28-25 on Oct. 12. 

Stingers to watch this Saturday are multi-talented running back Jean-Michel Paquette, who 
averages 159.6 all-purpose yards a game, and linebacker Mickey Donovan, the leading defensive 
player in the QIFC with 64 tackles. Donovan had a career high 16 tackles in the Oct. 12 game versus 
the Rouge et Or. 

Other Concordia players who distinguished themselves in action against Laval this season 
were wide receiver Alexis Charpentier, who had seven receptions and a TD on Oct. 12, and kicker 
Simon Rodgers who connected for four field goals. 

The two schools have met in playoff games on two occasions. The Stingers defeated the Rouge 
t Or 17-12 in 1998 to win the Dunsmore Cup. It was the famous Dark Bowl game that took two days 
to complete. The following year, Laval defeated Concordia 42-16 in semifinal action.

Both the Concordia men’s and women’s soccer teams will travel across town to Molson Stadium 
to play McGill in QSSF semifinal action this Friday night. 

The Stinger women finished in third place in the eight-team QSSF conference with a 7-4-3 
record. They will play the second-place McGill Martlets at 6:30 p.m. In the regular season, the teams 
tied twice — 2-2 on Sept. 27 and 1-1 on Oct. 27. A key player for Concordia is defender Valerie 
Desjardins. She scored a goal in the Sept. 27 game and was named the Stingers’ MVP in both McGill 
contests. The winner of the game will advance to the QSSF championship, which will be played 
Sunday. 

The Concordia men’s team also finished in third place and meets the second-place McGill 
Redmen at 8:30 p.m. The Stingers’ regular season record is 6-4-2 in the seven-team QSSF confer- 
ence. Versus McGill this season, Concordia won 2-1 on Sept. 27 and tied 0-0 on Oct. 27. A variety of 
layers stood out in the games, but Ammar Bedaweih is always a threat to score. He was the 
Concordia MVP in the Sept. 27 game. The winner of the semifinal game advances to the champi- 
onship, which will be played Sunday afternoon.
